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Williams, White win student election; 
voters support smoking ban, agency

Alexander Williams and running mate Mike 
White prevailed in this week’s student government 
president/regent elections. 

Slightly more than 10 percent of students voted 
in the two-day contest, which began with students 
campaigning in an open forum Tuesday and ended 
with several candidates waiting for results on 
Wednesday night. 

However, neither challenger Logan Smith nor 
his running mate Chris Beaudoin was present on 
Wednesday. When asked, Smith said he “didn’t 
even know it was being released” and that he was 
“busy all day.” 

Latavia Adams, student government legislative 
and public relations officer, said that Smith and 
Beaudoin were told on Sept. 14 at a mandatory 
meeting that the results would be released the 
night the polls closed. 

Smith and Beaudoin took 521 votes (35.13 
percent), losing to Williams and White’s 844 votes 


(56.91 percent). Fifty-six students (3.78 percent) 
wrote in a candidate and 62 (4.18 percent) offered

Barb Treadway, director of student organizations 
and leadership programs, said that since online 
voting began in 1999, “this is the largest turnout 
we've had.” She attributed the turnout of 1,483 
voters to student government's visibility efforts the 
past year. 

Current Student Government President/ Regent 
Steve Massara agreed, attributing the success to a

combination of “having good candidates” and the 
“grassroots visibility effort” that has been his focus 
since taking office. 

Williams said the visibility effort “helped” and 
praised Massara, telling him his visibility campaign 
was “a success.” However, he also attributed the 
increased turnout to the efforts of the candidates. 

“The amount of self-campaigning, though, was 
what made the difference,” he said. “We handed 
out about 6,000 flyers and were campaigning from 
last Friday through 6 p.m. today.” 

Election Commissioner Josh Wiechman said the 
election was grievance-free when the polls closed at 
6 p.m. Wednesday. However, candidates had until 6 
p.m. on Thursday to file last-minute grievances. 

Other results from the election included 
three referenda items required by the Board of 
Regents, asking about Fund A student fee support 
to the Gateway, student government and student 
programming. Funding for the Gateway was 
approved by 777 votes (52.39 percent), and funding 
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of SPO passed with 882 voters (59.47 percent). 

Voters followed tradition and rejected a 
measure that would have provided salaries to 
the executive members of student government, 
including president/regent, by 832 votes (56.10 
percent). 

This year’s ballot also featured four opinion 
questions for informational purposes only. These 
included three questions regarding the creation 
of a campus smoking ban as well as a question 
about the formation of a lesbian, gay, bisexual and 
transgender student agency. 

Voters overwhelmingly supported all three 
smoking ban questions, with 926 students (62.44 
percent) approving of a campus-wide ban, 1008 
students (67.97 percent) approving of a ban on the 
main corridor of campus from Durham Science 
Center to Kayser Hall and 1057 students (71.27 
percent) approving of a smoking ban near the south 
library walkway.

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Lincoln chem prof arrested for 
distributing explosives to students

On Sept. 11, John Belot Jr., 38, was 
arrested at his home on suspicion of 
a possessing a destructive device, 
unlawful sale or transfer of explosives 
as well as storing explosives in 
violation of safety regulations. 

Belot, an associate chemistry 
professor, was arraigned in court 
the next day and released on $2,500 
bail. He was formally charged with a 
Class IV felony for possession of an 
explosive device. 

According to UNL police, the 
explosives were described to be 
between 2 and 4 inches in length, 
housed in cardboard tubing that was 


. red and silver in color. A green fuse 


was used as the ignition device. 

A student of Belot’s contacted 
the UNL police after Belot had. been 
acting strange during class. On Sept. 
8 he had a student retrieve a bag from 
his office. Belot then reportedly asked 
the class if they wanted any of the 
explosives. 


Campus police said eight or nine 
explosives were handed out. So far, 
eight have been retrieved. 

Ben Vazquez, a biochemistry major 
at UNL, said Belot’s behavior “was 
very unlike the charismatic teacher. 
I had him for a class a few semesters 
ago and would never have expected 
him to do something like this.” 

Because Belot is a_ tenured 
professor, actions against him must 
go in front of a board where a 
recommendation will be given to the 
Board of Regents. The regents then 
decides what type of actions will be 
taken against Belot. He is currently 
suspended from his position, and a 
graduate student has been hired to 
teach his class. 

“Ultimatly, in the end, we are 
grateful nobody was hurt,” said Kelly 
Bartling, news manager for UNL. “The 
students did the right thing by going 
to police when they noticed something 
wasn’t right with the class.” 

Bartling went on to say that 
the explosives had been classified 
as powerful fireworks that carry the 
capability to “cause serious bodily 
harm if mishandled.” 

“UNO uses explosive 
compounds,” said Chris DeSpain, a 
biotechnology major at UNO, “but 
they are always used under specific 
control environments.” 

Belot was unable to be reached for 
comment.

The oral motion for a bond review 
was ruled on the bench and denied by 
Judge Russel Derr. 

“The judge is supposed to treat 
the prosecution’s allegations in the 
most favorable light,” Higgins said. 
“Judge Derr is playing it safe. It’s 
completely within the discretion of a 
judge.” 

Higgins said Edwards should 
be out, but the judge feels that the 
accused crimes are too heinous. 

Blood and DNA evidence collected 
at Edwards’ house proves O’Grady 
was murdered, even without a body, 
said Matt Kuhse, one of the Douglas 
County prosecutors.

‘known experts in this field, so they’ re 


doing everything they need to do.” 

Kuhse said the defense believes 
that without a body associated with 
the murder charge, Edwards would 
not be receiving a fair trial. But, that 
the prosecution will not need a body 
to convict Edwards. 

Although O’Grady’s whereabouts 
are unknown, Edwards has not left 
the Douglas .County Department 
of Corrections since being arrested 
four months ago. Even under such

O n 
a typical 
morning 
before 
school, UNO 
graduate 
student 
Molly 
Adams 
wakes up 
extra early 
to do the 
usual: Ready 
herself for school and wake her daughter up to feed her 
breakfast. 

From home, she then drives to the Creighton University 
Medical Center where she student teaches Special Education 
and Communication Disorders. 

As a single parent and full time student, Adams finds 
difficulty in finding time for herself. 

“There are not many moments to just sit down and 
relax,” she said. “I guess you relax when you plop down 
on your pillow at night. Time management becomes an art 
form.” 

Hand-in-hand with relaxation come financial issues as 
well. Money can be extremely tightand she and many other 
single parent-students need to rely more heavily on family 
than what they would have originally liked, she said. 

Adams said that single parenting has put a whole new 
spin on her life and she believes that having a child has 
made her more serious about her future and career. 

“It has given me some perspective on the important 
things in life, and in turn has helped me establish my 
priorities,” she said. “Every decision I now make revolves 
around my daughter and she has become the number one 
priority.” . 

UNO student Anna Johnston has a similar story. 

Like Adams, Johnston is also a single parent coping 
with her 3-year-old son while enrolled as a full time student 
focusing on a major in General Studies. 

Naughton, too, finds difficulty in being a single mom, 
yet she sees the positives as well. 

“T get to make all of my own decisions,” Johnston said. 
“I don’t have to check in with anyone else but it is hard 
because at times I need to have time for myself and I don’t 
have that other person to give me that time.” 

Though people may assume that single parents feel 
distanced from others, Johnston does not believe her role 
as a single mom has set her apart from her peers. She said 
she has found people her own age are mature, in serious 
relationships and are often looking toward marriage. 

“T don’t think that it’s a thing of maturity. I just have 
to be more mature and I have to make more mature 
decisions,” she said. 

Unlike Adams and Johnston, UNO graduate student 
Rufino Villarreal is a single father fighting for custody of his 
kids. He faces a problem that many single mothers don’t 
have to face. 

“Being a male, I have to look forward to visitation since 
I don’t have custody of the kids,” Villarreal said. 

As a full time student, Villarreal finds difficulty in 
trying to remain focused because he is constantly trying to 
find ways to be with his kids he said. 

“When you are studying, your mind wanders because 
you can’t be with your child and I miss my kids more than 
my wife,” he said. 

Villarreal is a member of an on-campus movement 
called the Fathers Rights Group, a group that advocates 
for single fathers. Villarreal said that the mother is often 
times considered the primary care giver when it comes to 
family law issues, which is something he would like to see 
changed. His group supports the rights as a father and helps 
them get their troubles off their chests. 

The members of the group consist of both men and 
women, though Villarreal said the group is primarily made 
up of fathers. 

“It is primarily fathers but there have been some 
women there,” Villarreal said. “The women were married to 
someone that had been previously married and they come 
for moral support.” 

Villarreal feels the organization has potential and said 
that they are making efforts to do things, including talking

to senators in hopes of changing issues. 

The only regret Villarreal has is putting his kids through 
divorce. He said they don’t understand why mommy and 
daddy aren’t together. 

“They don’t understand why I am not around but we 
have to follow'‘what’s in the divorce decree,” he said.

Man of La Mancha brings tale of 
Don Quixote to UNO this week

A play within a play, a musical, 
an age-old tale of glory, filled with 
nobility and struggle. All of these 
terms were tossed about as director 
D. Scott Glasser explained what the 
UNO Theatre Department’s newest 
production was all about. 

Thursday was the first night for 
Dale Wasserman’s musical, Man of 
La Mancha, which brings the story of 
Don Quixote to life, all from inside a 
prison cell. 

This musical is the first of four 
main stage plays the department will 
perform this year. 

The presentation of the Broadway 
play Man of La Mancha is being done 
by the UNO Theatre Department 
and will be the master’s thesis for 
graduate students Paul Coate and 
Lora Kaup. 

Paul Coate is performing the title 
role and Lora Kaup is the costume 
designer. 

Krystal Kelly, who plays the female 
lead of Dulcinea, said rehearsing for 
the play has been amazing, and as 
her third main-stage performancer, 
it has been her best experience as an 
actress. 

The play will utilize the black-box 
stage, which will be set up to resemble 
a jail cell where the main character, 
Miguel de Cervantes, is put on trial 
by his fellow inmates. Cervantes’ 
defense is an acted-out play; the play 
that he wrote telling the story of Don 
Quixote of La Mancha. 

“It’s a musical written in the 


mid-1960s, and it’s one of the most . 


successful musicals in American 
theatre history,” Glasser said. “It’s 
an adaptation of Miguel’s novel; a 
very heavily satiric novel about the 
adventures of a noble knight.” 

The tale weaves in Miguel’s life, 
including being a pirate and thrown 
into prison a few times, Glasser said. 

Utilizing the black-box 
arrangement provides more 
possibilities with a limited set. 

“Every show changes, we change 
the seating and the stage,” Kelly said. 
“We can pretty much do whatever we 
want.” 

Glasser was interested in this 
musical because of its focus on the 
dreams, and how the music was the 
expression of the characters’ hopes 
and dreams. 

“As with most musicals, there are 
points where characters can’t express 
in language how they feel, but only in 
song,” Glasser said. “It’s a marvelous 
score.” 

Ticket prices are $15 for adults, or 
$10 for students and seniors, and may 
be purchased in person, by e-mail at 
unoboxoffice@mail.unomaha.edu or 
by calling the box office at 554-2335. 

Performances run Oct. 5 through 7 
and 11 through 14. A special matinee 
will be held Oct. 14 at 3 p.m. All 
performances will be in the Weber 
Fine Arts Building. The house opens 
at 7 p.m. with a 7:30 p.m. curtain for 
all evening performances. 

The performance on Oct. 11 will 
be ASL interpreted. Following the 
performance on Oct. 13, a talk-back 
session will take place with the 
director, designers and cast. 
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The Departed: Classic cops, crime

_ “Cops or criminals, when you're facing 
a loaded gun, what's the difference,” is the 
tagline for the return movie of acclaimed 
director Martin Scorsese. A remake of the 
2002 Hong Kong film, Infernal Affairs, The 
Departed is packed with action and brings in 
a well-known cast that includes Matt Damon 
and Jack Nicholson. 

Set in South Boston, the state police 
are waging a war on Irish-American 
organized crime led by mob boss Frank 
Costello (Nicholson). Undercover cop Billy 
Costigan (Leonardo DiCaprio) is ordered 
to gain Costello’s trust but, unknown to the 
police, Colin Sullivan (Damon) has begun 
infiltrating the ranks of the department. Both 
become consumed by their double lives, but 
when it becomes clear to both the mob and 
the police that there is a mole in their midst, 
Billy and Colin are suddenly in danger of 
being exposed. Each must race to uncover 
the identity of the other man in time to save 
themselves. 

With such a star-studded lineup, 
audiences could only expect spectacular 
performances all around. There’s no 
disappointment here as every actor gives an 
almost flawless performance. 

Nicholson once again plays “the guy 
you love to hate,” and is the true star of 
the film. The. only bad comment should be 
aimed at the poor Boston accent DiCaprio 
uses throughout the movie. He sounds more 
like Michael J. Fox in Back to the Future than 
a tough undercover cop. Yet outstanding 
performances by Martin Sheen, Alec Baldwin 
and others are more than enough to make 


viewers forget. 

Runtime is over two and a half hours 
long, but no part of the movie drags. A 
good balance between comedy, action and 
drama keep the audience interested for 
every minute. A warning to those with weak 
stomachs, though: The Departed is full of 
graphic violence, heavy adult language and 
minor sexual content. 

The Departed is well-written, well- 
directed and well-acted, which makes for a 
must-see movie. A fitting ending only adds 
to why this movie is a strong candidate for 
“Movie of the Year.”

The 
Superman Ultimate Collector’s Edition 
DVD. set includes all the Christopher 
Reeve films, Superman Returns, last year’s 
acclaimed Look, Up in the Sky documentary, 
the 1951 George Reeves Superman and the 
Mole-Men. and 17 of the early Superman 
cartoons. The jewel here, though, is Richard 
Donner’s. cut of Superman II. The film 
was made at the same time as Superman: 
The Movie, but Donner was fired before 


finishing it. Richard Lester finished it and 


was credited. For the first time in more 
than 25 years, though, we get to see what 
the original would have been (or as close 
as possible anyway). Early word is that 
it’s fantastic and totally changes the film.

The song, “The Man,” with plucky Dixie 
Chick Natalie Maines on backing vocals, 
has a twang reminiscent of the Chicks’ 2002 
release Home. Yorn and the Dixie Chicks will 
be at Omaha’s Qwest Center on Nov. 28. 

Nightcrawler is full of songs that make the 
perfect companion to the scene in a coming of 
age movie when the lead character discovers 
it’s better to stand up straight even when it 
means standing alone. It was worth the wait.
